One of the surest ways to secure unfailing pleasure in this study 
is to associate ourselves with some significant group which will stir 
the curiosity of scores of persons, great and small, who figure in their 
family line or the allied connections. At once they will go in pursuit 
of their great, great, grandfather and soon discover that a mere bowing 
acquaintance with him does not satisfy their yearning and they begin 
to dig for evidence of their family allies. The material they uncover 
in unpublished letters, biographies, diaries, bibles, cemetery and church 
registers; land and vital records are the very marrow of both history 
and genealogye The annals which have been closed in time so long become 
alive in your imagination and your interest will be wonderfully enhanced 
thereby. 


Genealogy is only a short step to history. It has a fascination

THE WELLES FAMILY 


"History is nothing other than the refraction of 
eternal happenings in the water of the river of time." 


William (1143-1214) King of Scotland, surnamed "The Lion," was the 
second son of Henry, earl of Huntingdon (d.1152), a son of King David I; 
and became King of Scotland on the death of his brother in Dec. 1165, being 
crowned at Scone, during the same month. After his accession to the throne, 
William spent some time at the Court of the English King, Henry II; then 
quarrelling with Henry, he arranged in 1168 the first definite treaty of 
alliance between France and Scotland and with Louis VII of France assisted 
Henry's sons in their revolt against their father in 1173. In return for 
this aid the younger Henry granted to William, the earldom of 
Northumberland; a possession which the latter had vainly sought from the 
English king and which was possibly the cause of their first estrangement, 
However, when ravaging the country near Alnwick William was taken prisoner 
in July 1174, and after a short captivity at Richmond was carried to 
Normandy, where he soon purchased his release by assenting in Dec. 1174 
to the treaty of Falaise. 


By this arrangement the king, his nobles, clerical and lay, undertook 
to do homage to Henry and his son; this and other provisions placing both 
church and state of Scotland thoroughly under the suzerainty of England. 
Williamts next quarrel was with Pope Alexander III, and arose out of a 
double ohoice for the vacant bishopric of St. Andrews. The king put 
forward his Chaplain Hugh; the Pope supported the archdeacon John, the 
Scot, who had been canonically elected. *****x***x then after the death 
of Alexander in 1181, his successor, Lucius III, consented to a compro- 
mise by which Hugh got the coveted bishopric of Dunkeld. 


In 1188 William secured a papal bull which declared that the church 
of Scotland was directly subject only to the see of Rome, thus rejecting 
the claims to supremacy put forward by the English archbishop. This step 
was followed by the temporal independence of Scotland which was one result 
of the continual poverty of Richard I. In Dec. 1189 by the treaty of 
Canterbury Richard gave up all claim to suzerainty over Scotland in return 
for 10,000 marks, the treaty of Falaise being thus definitely annulled. 


In 1186 at Woodstock, William married Ermangarde de Beaumont, a 
cousin of Henry II and peace with England being assured three years later, 
he turned his arms against the turbulent chiefs in the outlying parts of 
his kingdom. ** kk ++ KK 


The story of William's relations with King John is interesting 
although the details are somewhat obscure? Soon after John's accession 
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in 1199, the Scottish king asked for the earldom of Northumberland, 
which Richard I, like his father, had refused to restore to Scotland. 
John, too, refused this demand, but the threatened war did not take 
place and in 1200, William did homage to the English king at Lincoln 
with the ambiguous phrase "saving his own rights." 


After a period of inaction war between the two countries became 
imminent in 1209; but a peace was made at Norham and about three years 
later another amicable arrangement was reached. Both these treaties 
seem to have been more favorable to England than to Scotland and it is 
possible that William acknowledged John as overlord of his kingdom, 


William died at Stirling on 4th of December 1214 and was buried 
at Arbroath. He left one son, his successor Alexander II and two 
daughters Margaret and Isabella, who were sent to England, after the 
treaty of 1209 and who both married English nobles, Margaret becoming 
the wife of Eustace de Visci. 


From Magna Carta; 


"We will do the same with regard to Alexander, King of Scots, 

in the matter of giving up his sisters and hostages, and of 

his liberties and rights, as We would with regard to Our other 
barons of England, unless it should appear by the charters which We 
hold of William his father, late King of the Scots, that it ought 
to be otherwise, and this shall be done by judgment of his peers 

in Our Court."

The origin of this family was in the Vaux family of France and is 
traced to the year 794 from which period they held the highest rank. 


Harold de Vaux, A Norman Baron and a near connection of William, the 
Conquerer, came to England from Normandy during the Norman invasion. He 
brought with him his three sons, Hubert, Ranulf and Robert (youngest son). 


"In 1072, William the Conquerer compelled the Scottish King to 
acknowledge him as overlord; and eventually so many norman nobles established 
themselves in Scotland and England, that they constituted the chief landed 
aristocracy of the country. Estates and baronies were formed and presided 
over by a Lord, of the Norman ownership." 


Surnames came in with the Normans, during the period 1066-1154, 
Previous to the Norman conquest Englishmen had but one name; and when, 
for convenience, another was needed, they were called by their occupation 
or from personal peculiarity as "Harold, the Dauntless," "Richard, The Lion" 
and otherse Among the Normans, the lack of the second, or family name, 
had come to be looked upon as a sign of inferiority in class or family. 


The three sons of Harold were all named "de Vallibus" and the 
descent of the Welles family came through Robert de Vallibus of Dalston 
Barony in Norfolk County, whose grandson William de Vailibus, lst, was born 
at Dalston Barony in Norolk, He married Ellena, daughter of Sir Robert 
Joyce of Burton. They had four sons;

No English city is richer in legendary, historical and ecclesiasti- 
cal association than Winchester, once the capital both of Saxon and Norman 
sovereigns. Egbert was crowned here in A.D. 827 as first King of England 
and here King Alfred reigned and died. The Cathedral Church was founded by 
Kynegils, the first Christian King of the West Saxons, and completed by his 
son Kenwalh. A new church was erected by Aethelwald in 980, and the 
structure now standing was designed by Bishop Wakelin, cousin of William the 
Conqueror. It is the longest cathedral in England, and reveals all the 
various styles of architecture from the Norman to the Renaissance. 


The parliamentary army under Waller, including two troops of horse, 
marched into the Cathedral during service with colours and drums. 
They did irreparable damage, but it is interesting to recall the ever 
memorable incident of the old Wykehamist, Colonel Fiennes, Parliamentarian 
though he was, standing with drawn sword to protect the chantry of the 
Founder of his school. 


The chantries, of which there are seven, are the finest in the 
Kingdom, and the series give an excellent opportunity of studying the 
changes of style. They include those to William of Wykeham (1404); 
Cardinal Beaufort (1447); Bishop Langton (1501) and Bishop Gardiner (1555). 


Here was compiled the celebrated Roll of Winchester, or Doomsday 
Book and here also the curfew bell was first introducede 


1356 =| William of Wykeham was constituted Superintendent of the 
building of the Winchester Tower at Windsor Castle and cause the words: 


"Hoc Fecit Wykeham" carved on it. 
William of Wykeham was born in Wickham in 1324 and in 1373 founded 
Winchester School, the oldest public school in England.

Rippon Lodge, Prince William Coe, Vae, the ancestral home of the 
Blackburn Family, built by Richard Blackburn in 1730 is not the only colonial 
home by that name to take the name of Rippon, the old cathedral city in 
Yorkshire, England. On the York River, six miles from Williamsburg on land 
patented by Major Joseph Croshaw in 1660, there was a brick home bearing the 
name of Rippon Hall; it passed into the hands of Col. Joseph West of West 
Point, through his marriage with Unity Croshaw, who sold Ripon Hall to Edmund 
Jennings, President of the Virginia Council under Governor Edward Nott and 
upon the death of Gov. Nott (his tomb is in Bruton Churchyard, Williamsburg) 
he served as Governor of Virginia from 1706 to 1710. Edmund Jennings sold 
Ripon Hall to Robert Carter, known as "King Carter" and it later passed to 
his son, Landon Carter, grandson, Robert Wormeley Carter; and great grandson 
George Carter. In 1799, it passed into the ownership of Littleton Waller 
Tazewell.

Elder William Brewster was supposed to have been born in Scrooby in 
Nottinghamshire, England. His father William Brewster, was appointed by 
Archbishop Sandys in January, 1575~76, receiver of Scrooby and bailiff of 
the Manor House in that place belonging to the Archbishop and to have a 
life tenure in both offices. 


Elder William Brewster, be 1564 at Scrooby, England, was ruling elder 
at Leyden and Plymouth, until his death Apr. 10, 1644, at Plymouth, Mass. 
His affidavit made at Leyden, June 25, 1609, states he was then 42 years; 
therefore in 1620 he was 53. Elder Brewster died April 10, 1644 without 
a will and on June 5, 1644, and his sons, Jonathan and Love were appointed 
administrators of his estate. Mary, wife of William dyed April 17, 1627, 
at Plymouth. 


Elder Brewster came over in The Mayflower with his wife Mary and his 
two sons whose names were Love and Wrestling and a boy was put to him 
called Richard More and another of his brothers. The rest of his children 
were left behind and came over to America afterwards. "Mr. Brewster lived 
to a very old age; about 80 years he was when he died, having lived some 
23 or 24 years in ye countrie and though his wife died long before yet she 
dyed aged." 


Wrestling died unmarried before his father. 


Love, de 1650, son, married Sarah Collier, 1634; he removed from 
Plymouth to Duxbury. In 1637 served in Pequot War and was a member of Myles 
Standish'ts Duxbury Co. in the military enrollment of 1643. He had four 
children = Sarah, Nathaniel, William and Wrestling.

Rev. Nathaniel Brewster graduated from Harvard University in 1642, the 
first class graduated at Harvard; went to England and settled at Abby in 
County Norfolk as a clergyman there for some years; received the degree 
of B.D. from Dublin University and returned to this country; preached at 
First Church in Boston in 1653 and settled in Brookhaven, L.I. in 1665 as 
the first pastor there, whither his sons, John, Timothy and Daniel had 
preceded him.

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SPRINGFIELD 


Charles Broadwater came from his old home in Surrey, England, 
near the village of Godalmering; he was a shipowner and shipmaster 
and commanded his own ship when he first sailed the waters of Chesa- 
peake Bay and Potomac River about the year 1740, and landed at Belle- 
haven, later Alexandria. 


He received a patent from the British Government for a large 

tract of land in Fairfax County, on which he built a manor house in 
1750 and gave it the name of "Springfield." "Springfield" passed into 
the hands of Edward Lewis Blackburn, who gave it to his daughter, Mary 
Ann Blackburn, when she married William Halley Moore. Among the graves 
at Springfield are the following inscribed monuments: 

Col. Charles Broadwater, Colonial Service, Died 1806. 

Lieut. Charles L. Broadwater, 10th Va. Regt. Revolutionary War.

Capte Charles Broadwater married Miss Semmes of Maryland and 
they had a son, Charles, who was a colonel in the colonial wars; he married 
Ann Amelia Markham (Widow Peairson); she was a descendant of the Markhams 
of Cuthbert Hall, England. They had three daughters = Jane who married 
John Hunter of Ayer Hills; Sallie married John West and Catherine who 
married Col. William Minor; and a son Charles Lewis Broadwater, who was 
an officer in the Navy, and married a Spanish ladye 


Capt. Charles Guy Broadwater, the son of Charles Lewis Broadwater 
commanded a company from Fairfax County in the War of 1812 at the Battle 
of North Point. He married a Miss Gunnell of Fairfax County, Va.

"Among the early colonists, the Alexander family was conspicuous for 
worth, ability and service towards the progress and establishment of the 
natione 


"John, Lord of the Isles, married Margaret, Daughter of Robert II, 
King of Scotland. From this marriage are descended all the Alexanders. 
He married Lady Elizabeth Muir, and had Frances Catherine Stewart, who 
married Sir David Lindsay, Earl of Crawford, and had; Lady Margaret 
Lindsay, who married Sir William Douglas, of Lockleven and had Sir 
Henry Douglas, who married Lady Elizabeth Erskine, and had Robert 
Douglas who married Margaret Balfour, and had Lord Thomas Douglas

John Alexander obtained a patent of 6000 acres lying on the West 
bank of the Potomac River beginning opposite "My Lord's Island (Analostan) 
near Georgetown and continuing to the south of Hunting Creek. A number 
of allied families came with John and for three generations the land on 
which the village of Bellehaven (now Alexandria) belonged exclusively 
to the Alexander family. They also owned the land where Arlington standse 
By act of the General Assembly of Virginia a Board of Trustees was formed 
and the Town of Alexandria organized. Sixty acres were laid out into 
town lots and sold by the trustees, a large proportion of whom repre- 
sented the Alexander family, hence the town name of ALEXANDRIA. 


The name John prevailed through a number of generations, one of 
them being a member of the House of Burgesses of Virginia until his 
death in 1775 and was one of the signers of the Bill of Rights. 

(Henning's Statutes of House of Burgesses.) 


"Caledon" on the Potomac, near St. Paul's Episcopal Church 
(where a lot of the Alexanders are buried) is not far from Wakefield 
and Stratford, the birthplaces of Washington and Richard Henry Lee.

While I obtained all the records I desired from a genealogical stand- 
point, there suddenly sprang up within me a desire to see the original 
Bible and I forthwith journeyed to Richmond in quest. of it, where it is 
held ina safe in the Librarian's Room in the Virginia State Library. 

It is in Old English and is the one that was brought over to America 
from England by George Carrington when he emigrated to Virginia. 

One of the descendants has had this Bible rebound, interleaving it with 
almost the entire Carrington genealogy as well as a great deal of data 
concerning the origin of the family.

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THE PEIRCE FAMILY 


ISAAC PEIRCE, b. Apr. 9, 1756, in Chester Coe, Penna. was the son of 
Joshua and Ann Peirce, who emigrated from England to the Penna. Colony. 
He came to Maryland soon after the American Revolution and was employed 
by Abner Cloud in his grist mill (Edes Mill) between the Potomac River 
and the Canal about half a mile below Chain Bridge. He died 1841. 


He married Betsy Cloud, daughter of Abner Cloud; she was born 1761. 


In the census of Montgomery Coe, Maryland, 1790, he is listed as 
having a wife, 1 son over 16; 2 sons under 16; and three daughters. 


In December, 1794, he made his first purchase of 150 acres along 
Rock Creek and later acquired a tract known as "Mill Seat" in Rock 
Creek Park, wherein is located the famous "PEIRCE MILL" and is so ably 
described in circular issued by the National Park Service, Dept. of the 
Interior, written by Ruth E. Butler. It is supposed that Isaac Peirce 
built this mill about 1820. A plaque was found bearing the following 
inscription "B.I.F. 1810". 


Abner C. Peirce, son of Isaac, inherited the estate of his father 
and died in 1851, leaving no issue but kept the property in the family 
by devising it to his nephew, Peirce Shoemaker, who died in 1891, and 
was buried in Rock Creek Cemetery. 


Abigail, Daughter of Isaac Peirce and Betsy Cloud Peirce, was born 
1797 and married David Shoemaker. Her first child was named 

Abner Peirce Shoemaker, who married Martha Carberry, one of the 
children was named Cara Artemesia Shoemaker and a son named Abner 
Cloud Shoemaker. 


"From The National Intelligencer, April, 1869: 

"ur, Joshua Peirce, one of the oldest citizens of Washington, 
died yesterday afternoon at his residence at Linnean Hill, near 
the city in the seventy-fifth year of his age. Mr. Peirce was 
well known to our citizens generally having for many years been 
engaged in the propagation of rare trees and plants and was the 
owner of a square of ground near the State Department which he 
used as a branch of his nursery at Linnean Hill." 


He acquired all of the nursery stock of that noted nurseryman, Thomas Main, 


who died in 1816, who in 1797, located about two miles from Georgetown 
on land which he leased from Abner Cloud, who died before Maine 

Joshua Peirce, nephew of Abner Cloud, moved all his stock to Linnean Hill 
near his father's Mill in Rock Creek Park.

THE HARRISON FAMILY 


Benjamin Harrison, the ancestor of the distinguished family of that 
name seated at Wakefield, Brandon and Berkeley, etc. was clerk of Virginia 
Council in 1634 and Member of House of Burgesses in 1642. He was dead 
in 1647 as in this year there is a grant to Benjamin, son of Benjamin 
deceased.

BERKELEY 


Berkeley, one of the cradles of the Harrison Family in Virginia 
was owned by five generations of this famous family. It was the 
birthplace of a Governor of Virginia; a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence; a Revolutionary General and a President of the United 
States. 


Berkeley became the property of the Harrison Family about 1676, 
Here lived at different times, Benjamin Harrisan, Governor of Virginia 
and Attorney General and Treasurer of the Colony; Major Benjamin Harrison 
Member Continental Congress and Signer of Declaration of Indepencence; 
William Henry Harrison, "Old Tippecanoe" Ninth President of the United 
States and grandfather of the 23rd. 


Berkeley adjoins Westover, the home of William Byrd, whose daughter 
Evelyn Taylor Byrd, married Benjamin Harrison, of Brandon. 


BENJAMIN HARRISON (1740-1791) 

An American Revolutionary patriot, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, was born at Berkeley, Virginia. As a member 
of the Virginia House of Burgesses in 1765, he opposed the Stamp Acte 
resolutions of Patrick Henry, which he considered impolitic and premature. 

From 1774 to 1777 he was one of Virginia's representatives in the 
Continental Congress and was a member of many important committees, though 
he rendered the greatest service as President of the Board of War. 

On June 10, 1776, he introduced a resolution declaring the inde- 
pendence of the American Colonies and on July 4th reported the Declaration 
of Independence. 

From 1777 to 1782 he was Speaker of the House of Burgesses and 
from 1782 to 1784 - for two terms = was Governor of the State and then 
returned to the legislature for four yearse 

In 1788 he was member of the Virginia Convention which ratified 
the Federal Constitution though he along with Patrick Henry and other men 
of prominence opposed, largely because of the absence of a bill of rights. 

He was the father of William Henry Harrison (1773 = 1841).

Son of Cuthbert Harrison, of Parish of St. Margarets, Westminster, 
(England), emigrated to Stafford Co., Va. before 1664. 
Burr married Mrs. Mary Smith, widow of Edwin Smith, who had two children, 

Edward and Katherine Smith, 

Burr Harrison had one son, Thomas, born Sept. 7, 1665, died 1746, Aug. 13. 
Burr Harrison was a man of prominence in Stafford Co., and in 1699 was 
sent to the House of Burgesses. Was Justice 1698. 


THOMAS HARRISON, (1665-1746), called Thomas of Chopawamsic, was Justice 
of Peace and Burgess for Prince William County, from 1741 to 
1746, in which year he died. 


On July 10, 1700 he is included among the civil and military officers of 
Stafford. On May 16, 1733 he was on the bond of his son Thomas, Jre 
as Sheriff of Prince William Co. 

By deed in Prince William County, 1740, Thomas Harrison, Jr. of Prince 
William Coe Gent. 234 acres in Prince William Co., being 1/4 of a patent 
dated Oct. 13, 1710, for 938 acres then in Stafford to Thomas Harrison, Sr. 
and Thomas Whitledge, late of Stafford. 

Thomas, Sr. probably returned to Stafford some years before his death 
as the index to lost will book, 1729=48 shows it contained will of Thomas 
and Ann Harrison. He may have been Thomas Harrison, Burgess for Prince 
William at Session of May 1742 and Sept. 1744, but as he was then 77 years 
old it is improbable and it may be taken as almost certain that the Burgess 
was his son Thomas, Jr., who as has been seen was already sheriff in 1733. 

Thomas, of Chopawamsic, had a son William, b. 1688, d. 1748, among others.

William Henry Harrison (1773-1841), Ninth President of the United States 
was born at Berkeley, Charles City Co., Virginia, died at Washington, 
April 4, 1841, a month after his inauguration. He studied at Hampden 
Sidney College. He married a daughter of Col. John Cleves Symmes, a 
delegate to the Continental Congress, a soldier in the Revolutionary 
War and Chief Justice of New Jersey Supreme Court; she was born in 
Morristown, Ned. in 1775, do 1864. 


John Scott Harrison, of Indiana, (1804-1878) was the father of 


Benjamin Harrison, the twenty-third President, born at North Bend, 0. 
Auge 20, 1833; married Caroline Scott first and married second 
Mrs.e Mary Scott Lord Dimmick, niece of the first Mrs. Harrisone 


CAROLINE SCOTT HARRISON 


Caroline Scott Harrison was born at Oxford, Ohio, in 1832 and died in the 
White House in 1892. She was the daughter of Prof. John W. Scott of Miami 
University and later President of Oxford Seminary. She was a musician and 
painter. Oxford Seminary was the first college in the United States to 
open its doors to women, 


Her first paternal ancestor in America was John Scott, Laird of 
Arras, who left Scotland after 1669 and settled near Philadelphia. 
On land belonging to this John Scott, the Reve William Tennant founded 
in 1726, the historic "Log College", out of which primitive institution 
Princeton College was in time evolved. From this same John Scott 
descended both Caroline Scott Harrison and Lucy Webb Hayes, wife of 
President Hayes. On August 9, 1890, the National Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution was organized and the Board of 
Management selected and elected Mrs. Benjamin Harrison as the 
First President General of the Society. When she diedand her body lay 
in state in the Hast Room of the White House the Society of the 
National Daughters of the American Revolution sent a floral emblem of 
the Insignia; The Wheel was full size and the distaff filled with flax. 
A committee from the Mary Washington Chapter, D.C. of which she was a 
charter member attended the funeral. Her National number was seven. 


Her son, Russell B. Harrison, was a mining engineer and Journalist. 
Her daughter Mary, married James Re McKee, an Indianapolis merchant. 
She died Oct. 28, 1930 at Greenwich, Conn. 
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STRATFORD HALL 


The Home of the Lee Family of Virginia 


Thomas Lee, builder of Stratford Hall, was the son of Richard Lee who 
was of the old cavalier stock in England. When he married May 17, 1722, 
Hannah Ludwell, daughter of Colonel Philip Ludwell of James City Coe, Vae 
an unusual contract was entered into; 


"Know all men by these presents that Thomas Lee of Westmoreland County 
in Virginia, Gentleman, and Francis Lightfoot of Charles City County, Gentleman, 
do owe and stand indebted to Philip Ludwell of Greenspring in James City County 
in Virginia, Esq., in the sum of twelve hundred pounds of lawful money of 
England to the payment whereof well and truly to be made to the said Philip 
and his Execut's, Adms, or certain attorney of Greenspring, upon demand, we 
bind ourselves and either of us, our and either of our heirs, Execut's and 
Adms, by these presents sealed with our Seals and dated this 23rd day of 
May ; heDs LT28% 

"The condition of this obligation is such that whereas a marriage is 
intended to be had and solemnized betwixt the above bound Thomas Lee and 
Hannah, the daughter of the above said Philip, with whom the said Thomas is 
to have and receive in marriage 600 pounds sterling money of England, which 
was given to her by Philip Ludwell and Benjamin Harrison, Esqs., her 
grandfathers: now if the said marriage shall be had and solemnized; and the 
said 600 pounds sterling shall be paid to the said Thomas, and he shall 
depart this life leaving the said Hannah surviving; then in that case, if the 
heirs, Executts or Adms of the said Thomas or one of them shall pay and 
deliver to the said Hannah upon demand the sum of 600 pounds of good lawful 
money of England or such part of the Estate of the said Thomas as the law 
appoints for widows' dowers, which the said Hannah shall choose, which choice 
shall be made within one month after such decease if thereunto required and 
not sooner, then the obligation to be void, otherwise to remain in full force." 


Stratford Hall on the Tidewater of Old Virginia, gift of a queen, 
glories in a pst unmatched for romance and history of America. Built in 1725 
by Thomas Lee, grandson of Richard Lee of England, he named it after the 
ancestral home Stratford, Langton, Essex, England, 


Thomas had six sons: = Philip Ludwell Lee, Thomas Ludwell Lee, Richard 
Henry Lee, William, Francis Lightfoot Lee, Arthur Lee, all born at Stratford 
Hall. 


Thomas Ludwe 11 Lee was a member of the House of Burgesses; he was Justice of 
the Peace of Stafford Co., Vae 1766 to 1769, incles; Member of the Convention 
of 1775 and was on the Committee of Safety. 


Phillip Ludwell Lee (1726-1775) was a member of the House of Burgess and 
settled with his brother Francis Lightfoot Lee in Loudoun Co., Va. His 
daughter Matilda married her cousin, “Lighthorse Harry" Lee. 
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Richard Lee was buried in 1664 in the grounds of Mt. Pleasant, near 
the Potomac about 4 miles east of Nomini Creek. The first of the family 
of Lees to reach America built and lived in Cobb's Hall - 4 miles south 
of Nomini in Northumberland overlooking Chesapeake Bay and near there 
Hancock Lee built and lived in "Ditchley Hall," named for a Lee estate 
in England. 


Henry Lee("Lighthorse Harry") (1756-1818) was the son of Henry Lee, 
who was first cousin to the Stratford Lees. His mother was Lucy Grymes 
"the lowland beauty" of Washington's early love affairs. 

He graduated from Princeton in 1773. His record in the Revolutionary War 

won him the dashing sobriquet of "Light Horse Harry". His military genius 
was established as head of "Lee's Legion," a cavalry unit which did yeoman 
service as rear guard to Greene. 
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In 1786 he was appointed by the Virginia Assembly a delegate to Congress 


where he remained until the federal constitution went into operation. 
In 1788 he was a member of the Virginia convention and subsequently 


served in the Virginis house of delegates and in 1791 was elected Governor of 


the Commonwealth of Virginia and served until 1794. 


In 1794 he was put in command of the forces to suppress the whiskey 
insurrection in Pennsylvania. 


In 1799 he again served in Congress and was appointed to pronounce the 
eulogium on Washington. The resolution he drew up contained the words now 
so famous “first in peace, first in war and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen.” Colonel Lee at the time was speaker of the House of 
Representatives and was chosen to deliver the funeral oration by his 
compatriots. 

He married first Matilde Lee, daughter of Philip Ludwell Lee, then 
owner of Stratford Hall. After the death of "Harry" Lee's first wife, he 
was persuaded to stay at Stratford because of his children. 

He married second in June, 1793, Anne Hill Carter of "Shirley" and 
brought her to Stratford to livee Their son Robert Edward Lee, was born 
at Stratford, Jan. 19, 1807. He was the Commander~+in-Chief of the Armies 
of the Confederacy. 


Among the Lee family there were two signers of the Declaration of 
Independence; two United States representatives abroad, four 
members of the Council of State and twelve members of the Virginia 
House of Burgesses and a Governor of Virginia. Washington, who was 
an intimate friend of the family, said: "I know of no county that 
can produce a family all distinguished as clever men as our Lees." 


"Shirley" 


The estate of Shirley was patented in 1664 by Major Edward Hill and 
later came into the possession of Elizabeth Hill, his granddaughter in 1720. 
She married John Carter, son of King Carter, who was a very rich man. 

It was at Shirley that "Light Horse Harry" Lee married Anne Hill Carter, 
the mother of General Robert E. Lee. 
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Richard Henry Lee 
(Signer of the Declaration of Independence) 


Richard Henry Lee (1732-1794 was educated in England. 


He was Justice of the Peace in 1770 in Westmoreland Coe, Vase and was 
afterwards chosen as Member of the House of Burgesses. He concurred in 
Patrick Henry's celebrated resolution against the Stamp Act (1765 and 
originated an association in Westmoreland County in accordance thereof. 


In 1767 Lee spoke against the acts levying duties upon tea and other 
commodities, and for quartering British troops upon the colonies. 
In 1773 he was appointed a member of the Committee of correspondence, to 
communicate with all the colonies, which resulted in the meeting of the 
first congress at Philadelphia, Sept. 5, 1774, 


Mr. Lee was constantly in opposition with his friend, Patrick Henry 
but both these political characters rose high in public estimatione 
A vivid and interesting comparison of the merits of these two great men, 
is given by one of the biographers of the life of Patrick Henry: 


"T met with Patrick Henry in the assembly in May, 1783; I also 
then met with Richard Henry Lee. These two gentlemen were the great 
leaders of the house of delegates, and were almost constantly opposed; 
there were many other great men who belonged to that body, but as 
orators they cannot be named with Henry or Lee. Mr. Lee was a 
polished gentleman. He had lost the use of one of his hands, but 
his manner was perfectly graceful. His language was always chaste, 
and although somewhat too monotonous, his speeches were always 
pleasing, yet he did not ravish your senses nor carry away your 
judgment by storm. His was an immediate class of eloquence, described 
by Rollin in his belles lettres. He was like a beautiful river, 
meandering through a flowering mead, but which never overflowed its 
banks . 

It was Henry who was the mountain torrent, that swept away 
everything before it; it was he alone who thundered and lightened, 
he alone attained that sublime species of eloquence, also mentioned 
by Rollin." 


Richard Henry Lee was one of the first Delegates to the Continental 
Congress from Virginia, a signer of the immortal Declaration of Independence 
and was the first senator from Virginia to the newly formed Congress of the 
Union.

Richard Henry Lee died June 19, 1794 at Chantilly, his home, in 
Westmoreland Co., Virginia. 


As he signed the Declaration of Independence, his words were;

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FRANCIS LIGHTFOOT LEE (1734-1797) 


Francis Lightfoot Lee was born at "Stratford", Va. Oct. 14, 1734. 
He was the son of Thomas Lee for many years president of the King's 
council under the colonial government of Virginia, and Hannah Ludwell. In 
those days, it was customary to get tutors from Great Britain, mostly among 
Scotch clergymen, to educate the young sons of Virginia families. 
Afterwards they were sent to England or Scotland to complete their education 
and qualify themselves for professional careerse His elder brothers 
finished their education at home and had been to the English colleges prior 
to the death of their father, but Francis was too young to leave home and 
he attained his knowledge from his tutor, a Scotch clergyman, named Craig, 
who was a man of science and able to start him on his career. 


Mr. Lee soon became a member of the House of Burgesses from Loudoun Co. 
Va. about 1765 and was Justice of the Pease in Loudoun Co. 1764-6-7-8 & 1771, 
where his lands were situated. Leesburg, Vae, is named in his honor. 


In 1772 he married Rebecca, daughter of Cole John Tayloe of the County 
of Richmond. His term of service having expired as representative from 
Loudoun he was elected a member of the House of Burgesses from the County 
of Richmond, where, after his marriage he permanently settled and 
established his residence which he named "Menokin". 


He was elected a member of the Continental Congress by the Convention 
of Virginia in 1775 and reelected in 1776, 1777 and 1778. It was during 
this time he was of great assistance to his brother Richard Henry Lee in 
his support of the Declaration of Independence. 


He died Jan. ll; LTo%s 


William Lee was sheriff and alderman in the City of London and 
subsequently commercial agent for Congress in Europe and was appointed their 
commissioner at the courts of Berlin and Viennae 


Dr. Arthur Lee (1740-1792) was a scholar, writer, philosopher that was 
surpassed by none. He studied at Eton and Edinburgh and became a physician 
in Williamsburg, Va. 

About 1766 he went to London where he was admitted to the bar in 1770 
and began an active practice there. He zealously advocated the American 
cause in numerous letters under the signature "Junius Americanus" and 
"Monitor" and was engaged in diplomatic service with France when he was 
appointed Commissioner together with Silas Deane and Dr. Franklin. 


In June 1777 he went as commissioner to Berlin in place of his brother 
William, who had received the Commission but was needed at his post in 
Holland. During 1778 & 1779 Lee continued in active diplomatic service. 

In 1780 he returned to Virginia and was elected to the general assembly 
who appointed him delegate to Congress where he served from Feb. 1782 to 1785. 
He retired from public life in 1789. 
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ROBERT EDWARD LEE 


A tribute to Robert Edward Lee. 


Major General Sir Frederick Maurice, Chief of Staff of the British 
Army in the World War published the Life of Lee in which he ranks the 
Confederate commander among the eight or nine great military geniuses 
of all history, and compares Lee with England's great military idol 
Wellington but in favor of Lee. "The name of Lee," he says, "must 
be added to those of Alexander, Hannibal, Caesar, Gustavus, Adolphus, 
Turenne, Prince Eugene and Frederick, the Great. 


Says Sir Frederick Maurice; 


"If Robert E. Lee, soldier and Christian, was such as every 
man in arms would wish to be, he was not a ‘Happy Warrior'. At any time 
in his life it would have given him more joy to have won a soul for God 
than to have won a victory. I agree that Lee had only one intimate 
friend ~ God."

"The Famous Divine" 


Alexander Henderson (1583-1646) a celebrated Scottish Ecclesiastic 
was educated at St. Andrews, where he was appointed professor of the 
faculty of rhetoric and philosophy in 1610. 


His sympathy with the Episcopacy became unpopular and he subsequently 
changed his views and became a presbyterian. He is buried in Greyfriars 
Churchyard, Edinburgh, Scotland. Henderson was one of the greatest men 
in the history of Scotland and next to Knox is certainly the most famous 
of Scottish Ecclesiastics. He has made a deep mark on the history, not 
only of Scotland, but of England. 


IN AMERICA 


Among the descendants of Alexander Henderson of Fordell Manor, 
County Fife, Scotland, who came to America, was one Richard Henderson.

Richard Henderson was born in Blantyre Parish, Scotland, on the 5th 
day of February, 1736. He settled in Prince George County, Maryland, and 
called his place "Spring Hill Plantation", which is located near 
Washington, D.C. 


Nove 19, 
1761. He had two sons and four daughters: John, Richard, Sarah, Janet, 
Ariana and Ann.

"Uzal Knapp at the time of his death was a resident of New 
Windsor, Orange Coe, N.Y. He was a native of Stamford, Conne where he 
was born in 1758. At the age of 18 he enlisted in the Continental Army 
as a common soldier to serve 'for and during the war' and he was 
continually on duty until his discharge in Jue 1783. 


His first active service was at White Plains in 1776. He was 
with Wooster at Ridgefield and was at Peekskill when Forts Clinton and 
Montgomery were stormed and taken by the British in 1777. 


He passed the following winter among the snows of Valley Forge 
and in May he joined the light infantry of Lafayette at Barren Hill. 
He was with him in the Battle of Monmouth in June and in the winter of 
1780 when the number of Life Guards was augmented, he entered that Corps 
at Norristown and received from the hands of George Washington the 
commission of Sergeant. 


At the time of his discharge, he received from the Commander- 
in-Chief, the Badge of Military Merit for six years faithful service. 
This honorary badge of distinction was established by Washington in 
August, 1781, and was conferred upon non commissioned officers and 
soldiers who had served three years with bravery, fidelity and good 
conduct and upon everyone who should perform any meritorious action. 


The badge entitled the recipient "to pass and repass all guards 
and military posts as fully and amply as any commissioned officer 
whatever", It was the order of the American"Legion of Honor". 


"Body lay in state three days, in the center of the reception 
room in Washington's Headquarters, so well preserved as property of the 
state. 4 


"On Wednesday Jane 16, 1856, attended by a civic and military 
pageant, it was buried at the foot of the flag staff, -"

"When Lafayette enrolled his corp of light infantry, Mr. Knapp 
became a member, and with them fought in the Battle of Monmouth in Jume, 
1788 (many muskets which belonged to that corps are now preserved in the 
Relic Room of Washington's Headquarters at Newburgh.

Col. Robert Lewis, of Albemarle Co. Va. wife Jane Meriwether, dau. of 
Col. Nicholas Meriwether, had 17,952 acres along S.W. Mts. in 1735; 

also entered 1,020 acres on Rivanna River extending from Moore's Creek to 
Meadow Creek. His son Nicholas afterward lived there. He married Mary 
Walker of Castle Hill. Most of the Meriwether lands fell to the Walkers; 
some time during the Revolutionary War, Nicholas Lewis exchanged lands 
with Col. John Walker, eldest son of Dr. Thomas Walker, and by this means 
Col. Walker obtained Belvoir, which Cole Robert Lewis left to his son. 


Nicholas, who then took Col. Walker's part of the Meriwether tract 
lying near Charlottesville and known as "The Farm." Here Nick Lewis 
built his home just prior to the Revolutionary war. 


In 1799 after peace, Col. Lewis and Mr. Jefferson traded lands. 
Col. Nick Lewis died 1808. Thomas Walker Lewis, his son (1763-1807) 
married Elizabeth Meriwether. 


MERIWETHER LEWIS.- The Great Pioneer 


Meriwether Lewis was born Aug. 18, 1774 and died Oct. 11, 1809; 35 years 
old, was the son of William Lewis & Lucy Meriwether. 


Surprising little has been written about Capt. Lewis Meriwether of 
Albemarle Coe, Va., the great pioneer of a great frontier. He was Thomas 
Jefferson's secretary and friend. John Lewis, one of his father's uncles 
and another uncle, Fielding Lewis married Betty Washington. His father 
William Lewis was the youngest son of the five sons of Col. Robert Lewis 
of Albemarle. Nicholas Lewis, the second of his father's brothers was 
guardian of Meriwether who lost his father at an early age. 

Albemarle Valley had been settled by Peter Jefferson, son of Thomas 
Jefferson, Isham Randolph, Robert Lewis, and Nicholas Meriwether, the 


latter two were grandfathers of Meriwether Lewis. Nicholas has a daughter 


Lucy (Ann) Meriwether, who married William Lewis. 


Thomas Jefferson was very fond of Meriwether Lewis and entrusted him 
with the great Expedition known as THE LEWIS & CLARK EXPEDITION. William 
Clark who accompanied him was his boyhood friend. When he returned from 
the great northwest Thomas Jefferson made him Governor and Indian Agent 
for the Louisiana Territory. The Indian who led him through the wilds 
of the country was known as the "Bird Woman - Sacajawea - and there is a 
monument to her honor in Portland Oregon. 


He became very ill with a fever and in an effort to reach Washington 
with his valuable papers he died enroute while crossing Tennessee.

SAMUEL N. SMALLWOOD (1819-1824) Mayor of Washington, District of Columbia 
for six terms. -1819=22 and from June 
to Sept.e, 1824. 


Samuel Nichols Smallwood, great grandson of the emigrant James Smallwood 
and son of Samuel Smallwood and Martha Ann Berry. He was born in Charles 
Coe, Md. Sept. 5, 1772, He married Ruth Bealle The license was issued 
in Prince George's Co., Md., Feb. 28, 1801. 


Mr. Smallwood came to Washington in 1794, six years in advance of 
the transfer of the General Government to it. His residence was on 
Virginia Avenue between Srd and 4th Sts. on the north side. It is now 
No. 524 and its exterior at least has no change and perhaps the interior 
none, Since on its parlor walls were hug Mr. Smallwood's likeness of 
Gene Washington and also in frame the Declaration of Independence. 


He prepared to entertain Gen. Lafayette during his visit to this 
country and constructed a wing on the west side of his house to be used 
as a ball room. The mayor died before Lafayette arrived, however, and 
the reception never took place although the room still remains "as a mute 
reminder of the hospitality intended for the beloved Lafayette." It is 
now occupied by the "Friendship House.-Social Settlement. 


From the National Intelligencer of October 1, 1824: 


"Died, yesterday morning between 3 and 4 otclock in the morning in 
the fifty-fourth year of his age, Samuel N. Smallwood, Esq. Mayor of the 
City of Washington. He had been indisposed for several weeks, but his 
disorder did not assume a threatening aspect until a few days before it 
terminated his life. The deceased was universally esteemed as a private 
citizen and justly respected as a public one of the best proofs of which 
were his repeatedly receiving from the hands of his fellow citizens the 
highest honor and the most important trust within their gift. This city 
in his death loses the services of a most efficient chief magistrate - 
to his family the loss is irreparable."

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THE STRONG FAMILY 


The Strong family lived originally in the County of Shropshire, England. 
One of the family married an heiress of Griffith of Caernavon, Wales, and 
went there to reside in 1545, 


Richard Strong was born in the County of Caernavon in 1561 and in 1590, 
removed to Taunton, Somersetshire, England, where he died in 1613, leaving 
a son John then eight years of age and a daughter Eleanor. 


John, born in Taunton, England, in 1605, whence he removed to London and 
afterwards to Plymouth. Having strong Puritan sympathies, he sailed for 
the New World 1630, March 20, in company with 140 persons in Steamer "Mary 
and John" (Capt. Squeb), and arrived at Nantasket, Mass. May 30, 1630. 
Later removed to Taunton and stayed there as late as 1645, whence he 
removed to Windsor, Connecticut. 


Married first wife in England who died on the passage or soon after 
landing. 

Married second wife 1630 - Abigail Ford of Dorchester, Mass. She died 
in 1688 = 80 years. Thomas Ford, (Father) 
came over in same shipe 

John died April 14, 1699, aged 94.

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THE SWINK FAMILY 


The ship "Jamaica Galley", Robert Harrison, Commander, sailed from 
Rotterdam and arrived at Philadelphia, February 9, 1739. On the official 
list of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania we find the name of "Hans Michael 
Swinck and Adam Schwinck." 


On the original list of sailing as made up by the authorities at 
Rotterdam before sailing we find the "Michael Swinck was 50 years old and 
Adam Swinck was 18 years.” Accompanying him were his wife, Mary Elizabeth 
and three younger sons, Jacob, George and Nicholas. The place of their 
birth is not known but it is believed to have been “somewhere in the Rhine 
Valley of Germany." Peter Schwenk set out with his brother Michael from 
their home in the fatherland in the summer 1738. When they came to 
Rotterdam, in Holland, the port of embarkation, they found many of their 
countrymen awaiting passage, and Peter had to follow on a later boat, 
being listed on board the "Samuel" Aug. 27, 1739. 


It is presumed that Adam Swinck was a son of Michael but being over 
16 years of age was registered separately. The earlier generation spelled 
the name "Swinck" but later ones dropped the "c" and it became Schwenk, 
Schweinck, Swenk, Schwenke, and some of the lines adopted Swink. 


Michael Swinck and his family settled in the Perkiomen Valley in 
Philadelphia County, Pennsylvania. They were members of the Old Goshenhoppen 
Lutheran Church, situated in Upper Salford Township, which was a Union Church 
erected by the Lutherans and Reformed jointly. 


Michael Swinck and Mary Elizabeth Swinck had five children: 


1 - Adam Swinck, b. Germany, and came to Pennsylvania with his parents in 
1739, at which time he was recorded as being 18 years of ages. It is sup- 
posed that he settled in Loudoun County, Virginia, for in the court house 
there is found a will of one Adam Swink (B.S. Page 414) leaving one=half 
of his estate to his loving wife Rachel and one-half to his daughter Jane, 
and if she dies her share to go to his brothers and sisters; this will is 
dated April 9, 1782. 


2 = Jacob Swinck, b. Germany, in 1725; came to Pennsylvania in 1739 and 
was naturalized April 14, 1754. 


5 = George Schwink, b. in Germany, March, 1728; died Montgomery Co., Pae, 
February 24, 1803; married Veronica Markley (Called "Fronica"), Farmer. 


4 ~ Nicholas Schwink, born Germany, came to Penna. in 1739; died 1808; 
married Anna Barbara. He resided in Harleysville, Pa.

JOHN WILHELM SCHWENK, fifth son of Michael Schwenk, was confirmed a 
member of Old Goshenhoppen Lutheran Church, Upper Salford Township, 
Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, April 11, 1756. The date of his birth was 
given as 1742; place of birth Upper Salford Coe, Phila.

At this time (1777) there was a general muster of militia from Maryland 
who were to be divided into classes and he enlisted under the name of 
John Swank, dropping his middle name William. 


In the unpublished records of Maryland by Hodges, Vol. 3, pe 47 is a 
list of those taking the Oath and Allegiance, Washington Coe, Maryland, 
1775, and the name of John Swank is among them. 


In the Adjutant General's Office, War Dept., Washington, D.Ce the 
following Revolutionary record is found;

His father removed into this 
county in 1746, bringing with him his son, then three years old and settled 
in Otterkill, two and one-half miles from Goshen on the patent granted Madam 
Elizabeth Denn. 


"He was soon appointed one of the Judges of the Courts and promoted 
Colonel in the Regiment of Militia including at that time all of Orange Coe, 
etc. His son attended college at Jamaica, L.Ie At the age of 19, he 
studied medicine under Dre Thomas Wickham of this town, He then went to 
Newark, New Jersey and married Miss Browne In 1769, he returned to his 
fathere He had two sons and three daughters. 


"In 1775 ****k he took a decided part in the Revolutionary War and 
signed pledge. 

"In 1777 he was appointed Lieut. Colonel of Goshen Regiment of Militia 
under General Allison.
